service thought there was no fraud, 
either civil or criminal, involved 
because the builders of the Glen 
Oaks project had fully disclosed 
their income in tax returns.

F. Wagner has declared a water 
emergency, warning 
that New 


Yorkers face the most serious 
water shortage since the city's 
modern reservoir system was built 
30 years ago. 


The mayor issued a series of 


executive orders Monday to stop 
waste of water. He banned use of 
hoses to wash sidewalks or sprin- 
kle lawns and gardens, and or- 
dered city departments to take 
conservation steps. 


The shortage. Wagner said, is 


more serious than in 1949 and 1950, 
the most recent years in which 
New York was caught without ade- 
quate water supplies. 


"A deficiency of rainfall since 


June 1953," has lowered reservoirs 
to 72.1 per cent of capicity, Wag- 
ner said. Even in the water short- 
age year of 1949 reservoirs were 
full and overflowing in the spring, 
he added.

gest instantly to the electorate that it is not a legitimate al- 
ternative. The logical extension of that tacic is to propose 
that there be only one viewpoint, the one held by the nation- 
ialist- conservative" candidate. Where, then, would be the 
choice? 
Just how "sinister" is it in this country to be an interna- 


tionalist and a liberal 1 
Obviously, America has always had strong liberal strains 


In its political texture. Some historians insist that basically 
the American people are pretty conservative. Some would dis- 
agree. But none denies the existence of liberal elements, and 
'none would discourage them. 
There are fuzzy liberals, misguided liberals, phony lib- 


.erals, just as there are wrong-headed and confused conserva- 
tives. But that is no reason to damn either category whole- 
sale. We need both. Their existence is one assurance of a 
range of choice in politics.

WHAT IS myasthenia gravis? It 


is a disease of unknown origin 
which lacks any cure. It may at- 
tack at any age, in either sex, nnd 
is not confined to any economic 
level, any nation or race. 


Although the symptoms vary, 


extreme fatigue is the most char- 
acteristic. Drooping of the eyelids, 
double vision, difficulty in walking, 
difficulty in holding up the head 
or arms, trouble in smiling, speak- 
ing or swallowing arc among the 
most common symptoms. 
* * •

THE DISEASE apparently af- 


fects only the muscles which are 
moved voluntarily, and not those 
which arc automatic, such as the 
heart. 


Although no one speaks with too 


great assurance, it is felt that the 
condition is the result of some 
change in the chemical balance 
which prevents n e r v e impulses 
from passing from the brain to 
the affected muscles. 


There are many sad' stories con- 


cerning victims of this strange dis- 
order. Since( it is rare and the 
symptoms not always alike, too 
often the victim of myasthenia 
gravis may have had the disease 
for a long time before a diagnosis 
is made. 


In one case a patient suffered 


myasthenia gravis for 40 years 
without its being diagnosed. In an- 
other case, a patient with the dis- 
ease tells the nearly incredible 
story that when she was a child, 
her mother refused to lot her e«l 
for 72 hours after nn attack, ap- 
parently because the m o t h e r 
thought this youngster was "lazy."

James Roosevelt Plans 
Divorce? Settlement 


PASADENA, Calif. Wl —- James 


Roosevelt, whose marital affairs 
have become involved in his can- 
didacy for Congress, has offered 
his wife a property settlement and 
plans to sue for divorce. 


The eldest son of the late Presi- 


dent filed notice in Superior Court 
Monday that he will petition on 
April 30 for leave to amend his 
separate maintenance suit to ask 
for a divorce instead. 


The document quoted a letter be- 


tween attorneys for the Roosevelts 
Indicating that his wife Romelle 
also will ask for a divorce on 
grounds of cruelty, the same as 
In her husband's projected suit. 


Hint Deal 


The letter from Roosevelt's at- 


torney to Mrs. Roosevelt's coun- 
del said it was understood that 
Mrs. Roosevelt would seek the di- 
vorce on grounds of unspecified 
cruelty, i n d i c a t i n g that the 
estranged wife would drop allega- 
tions of adultery which Roosevelt 
has denied. 


There was no comment from 


Mrs. Roosevelt. 
Presumably the 


papers, filed just before court clos- 
ing Monday, have not yet been 
served on her. 


Roosevelt's settlement offer in 


essence is to make half of his hold- 
Ings and income available to Mrs. 
Roosevelt and their three children. 
In her separate maintenance suit 
she said he agreed in a 1945 letter 
to a similar 50-50 arrangement if 
they did not reconcile, but in the 
current litigation Roosevelt has 
claimed that letter was not a bind- 
ing contract. 


Democratic National Chairman 


Stephen Mitchell suggested 
that 


Roosevelt drop his candidacy for 
the 
Democratic nomination for 


Congress in the 26th California Dis- 
trict in 
view 
of his 
marital 


troubles. 


Cites Letter 


His wife, whom he married in 


3941 after she had been his nurse 
during his stay in a hospital, 
charged in her suit for separate 
maintenance that he had 
con- 


fessed in a 1945 letter infidelities 
with nine women. Roosevelt de- 
nied any such infidelities and said 
he had admitted them in a letter 
to her only to spare his father, 
then president, the worry of her 
threatened divorce suit. 


Roosevelt's notice to amend his 


suit into a divorce action said he 
took the course "in view of the 
irreconcilable 
differences which 


have arisen between the defend- 
ant and the plaintiff."

unemployment and relief. 


Manewitz moved from St. Louis 


to Los Angeles in 1951 where he 
was arrested by FBI agents in 
September 1952. 


Earlier in opening statements 


for Manewitz and Mrs. Dorothy 
Rose Forest, attorney Mrs. Mary 
Kaufman said all the defendants 
were concerned only with social 
objectives' like improved working 
conditions and "the end of Jim 
Crow."

You can't expect a little 
bit of soil conditioner on top of the 
soil to have much effect on the 
deeper layers. 


How good a job they do also 


Weinard says that 
in greenhouse tests they have ob- 
served/ some good effects with 
some crops, and In other cases 
they could see no difference. 


He recommends trying out the 


conditioners on a small scale be- 
fore you Use them under the entire 
area. 


Soil conditioners are expensive,

Laic oft the Farm' 
Social Security Provisions 
For Farm Workers Listed 


By H. W. RANN'AH 


, 
Prof, of Agricultural Law 


University of Illinois 


Under the Federal Social Secur- 


ity Act. a farm worker Is general- 
ly covered if: 


1. He works in planting, culti- 


vating or harvesting any farm 
crop. 


2. He works in raising or tending 


livestock, bees or fur-bearing ani- 
mals on a farm. 


3. He works in preparing, proc- 


essing or delivering crops or live- 
stock to storage or to market. 


4. He or she is a cook or house- 


hold worker on a farm. 


5. He'does work of a general na- 


ture on a farm. 


Owners Mot Covered 


Owners and operators themselves 


are not covered. Neither are an 
operator's husband, wife or minor 
children for work done on the oper- 
ator's farm. 


A farm laborer "qualifies" under 


the act after he has worked con- 
tinually for the same employer for 
a period of three months (a calen- 
dar quarter). Participation con- 
tinues as long as he works for the 
same farm operator and provided 
he works for 60 days and earns at 
least $50 in cash in every calendar 
quarter. A farm worker may qual- 
ify in any calendar quarter, but he 
does not paiticipate in Social Se- 
curity while qualifying. 


If a farm worker changes em- 


ployers, he must requahfy by 
working continuously for a quarter 
with the new. employer before his 
work begins to count for Social Se- 
curity. 


Two1 Per Cent 


If the worker is qualified, the 


farm employer will deduct two 
per cent from the farm woiker's 
wages (cash wages only) and will 
add an equal amount as his own 
payment. Each quarter the em- 
ployer must send this money to the 
collector of internal revenue with 
a report (on Form 941) showing 
how much earnings should be add- 
ed to the worker's security ac- 
count. There is a 30-day grace pe- 
riod after each quarter during 
which this report can be made. 


Each farm worker should check 


to see that he has a Social Security 
card. He can get one at the Social 
Secui ity office. If there is no office 
nearby, the local post office should 
have an application form. Lost 
cards can be replaced at the Social 
Security offcie. 


Farm operators having employes 


, who are subject to Social Security 


should send their names and ad- 
dresses to the district Internal 
revenue office. 


Further assistance and forma for 


making the tax return may be 
procured from your local office of 
the collector of internal revenue. 
Bureau of Internal Revenue Circu- 
lar A entitled "Agricultural Em- 
plovers' Social S e c u r i t y Tax 
Guide" contains complete informa- 
tion.

Apply tinc- 
ture of iodine to newborn pigs' na- 
vels. A complete sanitation pro- 
gram will also help to prevent 
scours, bullnose and other common 
infections. 


Lack of iodine can cause abor- 


tion, or else dead, weak or hair- 
less pigs mav be farrowed. Keep 
the iodine level up by feeding 
your sows idoized salt. Or you 
can dissolve two teaspoons of potas- 
sium iodide in water for everv 
50 sows 
Feed this to them once 


a week during pregnancv. 


If vour sows don't get much 


sunlight, give them some extra 
vitamin D in a vitamin concen- 
trate, such as irradiated yeast or 
a feeding grade of fish liver oil. 


Sows need extra amounts of 


phosphorus, iodine and 
calcium 


during the nursing period. Give 
these minerals in a mixture of two 
parts steamed bone meal, two 
parts finely ground limestone and 
OIIP part iodized salt. 


Sow's milk contains little iron or 


copper. Babv pigs that don't get 
enough of these minerals may de- 
velop anemia and die suddenly. 
You can give them these minerals 
in one of three ways: in tablet 
form, in a solution of ferrous sul- 
fate pointed on the sow's udder 
two or three times a week or in a 
few shovelfuls of clean soil put in- 
to the pen every few days until 
you turn vour pigs out to pasture. 
Be sure the soil is from nn area 
where vou haven't kept pigs, or It 
may contain worm eggs.* 


You'll probably get better re- 


sults if you drill the large-seeded 
grasses, such as fescue, bronie- 
grnss or orchard grass, rather 
than bioadcast them.

Grasshoppers on Dinner Menu for 
100th Anniversary of Insect War

WASHINGTON — (NEA) 


—Entomologists—the scien- 
tists who chase bugs—are 
making plans for a big but 
not buggy celebration this 
year. It will mark the 100th 
birthday of organized insect 
liquidation in America. For 
it was in 1854 that the U. S. 
government hired its first 
professional bug killer.' 


Some 4,500 entomologists in fed- 


eral and state agencies, schools 
and business firms all over the 
country are preparing for a real 
wing-ding. A century of extermi- 
nation might well be the theme for 
their jubilation. 


Highlight of the events will be 


a gigantic banquet in Washington 
in mid-June. Gufests of honor are 
in for a rough night since' the 
menu should be loaded with ento- 
mological delicacies. Grasshopper 
"au gratin" for example, is always 
a favorite dish.* • * 


This elite group deserves to make 


the occasion a memorable 'one. 
For years'they have been obliter- 
ating and controlling 
dangerous 


insects with zest and imagination. 
Some old-timers might recall their 
famous slogan, "Swat That Fly," 
which swept the nation around 1900 
when they waged a campaign to 
make people aware of the fly as a 
disease carrier. 


Today the watchword is "Fight 


Your Insect Enemies." For the 
tiny creatures with their insatiable 
appetites still manage to eat away 
$4 billion worth of American food, 
clothes, lumber and many other 
things. So the battle goes on. Bug 
killing is now a multi-million dol- 
lar business. 


It all started back in 1854, when 


Asa Fitch was appointed as an en- 
tomologist in New York and Town- 
•end Glover became the first "fed 
era! entomologist. Glover's name 
will long remain in the annals of 
entomological history by virtue 
•lone of the poem he wrote while 
on a trip to investigate cotton in- 
•ects: 


"From red-bugs and bed-bugs. 


From sand flies and land

Feed them 
some well-cured hay or dry straw 
first. 


If you have had trouble from 


bloat, wait until the legumes in 
your pasture have stopped growing 
and have bloomed before you turn 
cattle in. 


Use a pasture mixture of half 


grass and half legumes.

for your hens will help them lay 
clean eggs.

A Danger for 
Young Calves 


URBANA •— Keep your young 


calves from eating straw and other 
contaminated 
materials 
on the 


floor of your barn, and you will 
help to prevent diphtheria. 


Dr. L. R. Bain, veterinarian at 


the University of Illinois, says you 
can prevent this disease if you 
muzzle calves under three weeks 
of age. Sterilize calf feeding pails, 
and-use clean lots and calf pens. 


Diphtheria is caused by a germ 


that lives in the soil. Infected 
calves have inflamed mouths and 
throats. They slobber continually, 
have a temperature, won't eat, 
have-a hard time breathing, often 
have' a wheezing cough and their 
upper cheeks may swell. 


Isolate any calves showing these 


symptoms from the rest of your 
herd. Call 'your veterinarian for 
treatment, 


Adjmt Planting 
Rates for 
Corn Production 


URBANA— Planting your corn 


too thick can mean lower yields 
next fall. A heavy planting rate 
can cut back production as much 
us a low rate. 


J. W. Pendleton. crop production 


specialist at the University of Il- 
linois, says planting corn too thick 
for the fertility level of your fields 
will cause more lodging • and a 
higher percentage of nubbins At 
harvest 
time. 
Thickly 
planted 


corn will also be hurt more se- 
verely by drouth. 


Pendleton recommends the fol- 


lowing rule of thumb: 


Estimate the bushels you expect 


your field to produce, and .divide 
by 25. Tliis will give you the num-

In other words, if you have 50* 
bushel corn land, plant two kern- 
ncls per hill. If you expect

Chooses Life of Freedom 


Makes Choice as Strong-Arm 
Reds Muscle Her to Moscow 


DARWIN, Australia (.¥>—Blonde 


Mrs. Vladimir Petrov Joined her 
ex-diplomat husband as a refugee 
from Soviet communism today aft- 
er Australian police jerked loaded 
ed pistols away from two Russian 
escorts ushering her in tears back 
to Moscow. 


The 35-year-old woman's last- 


minute switch to the free world 
followed a fantastic tug of war in 
which Australian police wrestled 
wildly to disarm two of her Rus- 
sian guards as her Europe-bound 
plane stopped here on the first leg 
of its flight from Sydney. The gun- 
toting Russians had tried to muscle 
local 'officials out of talking to 
Mrs. Petiov. 


iHght at Sydney 


Eight hours earlier some 1,500 


anti-Communists at Sydney fought 
with police in a vain effort to pre- 
vent her 
fiom 
being dragged 


aboaid the BOAC Constellation by 
the Soviet embassy second secre- 
tary and the two armed Russian 
diplomatic couriers convoying her 
home. 


White Rub&ians in the crowd said 


they heard her screaming: "I do 
not want to go. Save me." 


Mrs. Petrov was said by Austra- 


lian authorities to have been head- 
ing back to Russia in the belief 
her husband had been kidnaped 
and killed. She had told reporters 
at an embassy news conference 
last week she thought he had been 
kidnaped. 


She made her final decision to 


stay after a prearranged telephone 
call from Darwin for her first talk 
with her 40-year-old husband since 
he fled early this month with 
stacks of Red espionage data from 
his post as third secretary and 
MVC (secret polfce) chief at the 
Soviet embassy in Canberra. 


Sec Repercussion* 


The riotous episodes surrounding 


Mrs. Petrov's flight promised seri- 
ous diplomatic repercussions be- 
tween Australia and the Kremlin. 
Soviet Ambassador Nicolai Gener- 
alov Immediately lodged a formal

Australia's Prime Minister Rob- 


ert G. Menzies called an urgent 
cabinet meeting to discuss the pos- 
sibility the Russians might retali- 
ate against the small Australian 
embassy staff in Moscow. 


It was revealed at Canberra that 


Mrs. Petrov was a cipher clerk in 
the Soviet embassy, handling the 
secret coded messages to and from 
the Kremlin. If she decides to fol- 
low her husband in revealing what 
she knows about the inner work- 
ings of that embas'sy. she may be 
as important as he in helping to 
track down Soviet espionage in 
Australia. 


Sift Documents 


A royal commission with in- 


creased legal powers already has 
been authorized to sift the mass 
of documents Petrov turned over. 
Menzies said that data revealed a 
Jarge Soviet spy network in this 
country. Other sources said at 
least 30 Australians were impli- 
cated. 


The Russians at Darwin claimed 


the action against the couriers vio- 
lated their diplomatic immunity. 
But legal experts pointed out Au- 
stralian air travel laws forbid pas- 
sengers to- carry firearms aboard 
a plane. They said although a 
country cannot take punitive ac- 
tion against diplomats of another 
country, it can take measures to 
prevent law violations. 


Once disarmed, 
the 
couriers 


were left alone. They and the em- 
bassy second secretary, F. W. Kis- 
htsin, went on to Europe with the 
BOAC airliner. 


No Interviews 


The government announced it 


was throwing the same cloak of 
secrecy over Mrs. Petrov as it had 
over her husband, and there would 
be no interviews with newsmen.

Decline in Delinquency Is 
Bright Spot for France 


PARIS — (NEA) — "One of the 


rare bright spots on France's hori- 
zon is the definite and constant 
drop 
in juvenile, delinquency." 


That's the official opinion of Judge 
Cotext de Andrcis. president of the 
Children's Tribunal in Paris. 


A recent film. "After Ute Del- 


uge," which constitutes an aggres- 
sive indictment against easy-going 
parents who have to answer for 
young delinquents, plus two or 
three spectacular juvenile crimes, 
has once again attractcdHhe atten- 
tion of the public. 


But according to Judge dc An- 


dreis, the delinquent who was a 
product of the occupation, of social 


and family complacency and of the 
black market, has practically dis- 
appeared. At any. rate, he is no 
longer a national problem. 


French youth has recovered its 


moral health and the rare crimes 
committed are the death rattle of 
what was a social phenomenon. 


The Second World War proved 


deadly for adolescents. 
Because 


so many were thrown out of their 
familiar surroundings they com- 
pletely lost their hearings. 


In 1912-43, more than 34.000 


minors were brought before chil- 
dren's judges. By 1950, the coun- 
try was practically back to nor- 
mal and figures showed a return 


to the« Mfer* tfie wtr, with 14.T92 
offenses. 


In Franc* the proportion of girl 


delinquents as agalnat boys if two 
to nine. Figures for 1952 show that 
the ratio had increased two to 12. 
The most common misdemeanor 
with girls is vagrancy. With boys 
the charges are either theft or vag- 
rancy. Sex, dope or holdup charges 
are, relatively few. / 


"If France had no housing prob- 


lem, especially In major cities and 
industrial centers—with 
all the 


hideous promiscuity which ensues 
when families of six and seven live 
•in one room—I am convinced that 
there would be a further drop in

Tonkincsc peasants watched stolid 
ly as our jeep drove by. Their 
faces were inscrutable under their 
big, round, pointed straw hats. 


"These people," said a French 


officer, gesturing, "maybe 
fhcy 


arc Vietminh. Maybe they are not. 
One never knows. 


"Who arc the Vietminh.? Where 


are they? Who knows? They are 
everywhere." 


Everything Guarded 


That is why. In the Tonkin Delta 


area of north Indochina, every- 
thing that might possibly be dam- 
aged by sabotage is heavily guard- 
ed by barbed wire and watched 
by armed guards. It is the barbed 
wire that reminds you in Hanoi 
that there is a war going on. 


The city seems peaceful enough. 


But the peaceful look is deceptive. 
The French 
admit that inside 


Hanoi, capital of Tonkin, there are

at least two armed battalions and 
perhaps more of Vietminh in hid 
ing, ready to rise when and if the 
signal is given. 


The French nominally control all 


the Delta area, an expanse of 
swampy ricefields and dense for 
ests surrounding 5,400 villages and 
harboring seven million persons. 
But Gen. Rene Cogny, French 
commander in north Indochina, an 
outstanding and colorful officer, 
says the"Vietminh in this area has 
30 battalions of regular troops, 15 
"regional" battalions, 
100 "dis- 


trict" companies and about 50,000 
guerrillas. 


Await Signal 


In Hanoi and the villages, these 


troops would rise from the straw- 
thatched .huts, out of the fields, 
even out of the city's sewers if the 
signal were given 'to attack. For 
the lime being they are lying low. 


The troops constantly harass the 


French and Vietnamese in the 
Delta. Striking under cover of 
darkness, the Vietminh regularly 
each night cut the road between 
Hanoi and Haiphong, the port from 
which comes the U. S. supplies so 
vital to the defenders of Viet Nam. 
Just as regularly in the-daylight, 
French engineers restore the road. 


The Vietminh persistently carry 


out sabotage, stab attacks and ter- 
ror forays. 


Frequently the rumble of artil- 


lery and the chatter of machine- 
guns can be heard by night in 
Hanoi. That means another of the 
endless stab attacks is underway. 


Situation Uncomfortable 


If the gallant defenders in the 


fortress complex at Dien Bicn Phu, 
180 miles northwest of Hanoi, 
should'be defeated it might mean 
a signal for a rising throughout 
Uie Delta. If the Vietminh should 
suffer such severe losses at Dien 
Bien Phu as to make it no longer 
worth the effort—in effect a mili- 
tary defeat—rebel forces in the 
Delta also might rise, not only for 
the military objective involved but 
for purposes of revenge. Thus, in 
any case, it is not a comfortable 
situation for the French and Viet- 
namese. 


The Vietminh has forces scat- 


tered all through Viet Nam, though 
almost none in the neighboring as-

Here is how Ho's forces are or

Total mobilization has been en-

At the top 
are the regulars, the main striking 
arm. These are the best trained 
and best equipped. There are seven 
divisions of regulars in all, pr 
about 110,000 men. 


Local defense is relegated to t,he 


next rung of the ladder, the pro- 
vincial or regional troops used both 
in Communist-held and non-Com- 
munist areas. These also are regu- 
lars, but they are not so well 
trained and equipped. They are 
stationed in their respective areas 
as a corps of defense. They pro- 
vide help in offensive actions when 
the regulars reach their areas and 
are invaluable because they know 
their country well. 


Next down the ladder, district 


companies consist largely of ir- 
regulars. They have charge of the 
corps of boys, women and old men 
impressed into labor battalions. 
This group is kept at full strength 
by constant recruitment from the 
villages. It also forms a pool for 
regional troops.

WASHINGTON W> — The most 


impoilant tangle question at this 
point in American 11181017 — how 
far this country will go to keep 
Indochina from the Communists — 
is still unanswered by the Eisen- 
hower administration. 


Secretary of state Dulles, after 


talking with President Eisenhower 
Monday, avoided a reply t to this 
question: Will the United States 
send troops into Indochina if the 
French should withdraw? 


This was four days after Vice 


President Nixon said that as a 
last report to save Indochina, m 
the unlikely event the French quit 
fighting the Communists theie, the 
United States would be obliged to 
send American soldiers to carry 
on the battle. 


Caused Controversy 


The Nixon statement caused such 


controversy, that the State Depart- 
ment issued a statement explain- 
ing Nixon had talked of a last le- 
sort which seemed highly unlikely. 


But the State Depaitment ex- 


planation didn't say Ni\on was 
wrong nor that American tioops 
would never be sent into Indo- 
China. 


Instead.%it recalled that Dulles 


on March 29 said this countiy 
might have to take great risks to 
! save Indochina and Southeast Asia 
from the Communists. 


Dulles told newsmen Monday 


he thought it unlikely there was 
a seiious possibility of U. S troops 
going into Indochina. He did not 


j say it would not happen 


Then Garnet Horncr of the Wash- 


ington Evening Star asked: "Do 
you agree with Mr. Nixon in fa- 
voring the sending of Ameiican 
tioops to Indochina if necessary, 
as a last resort, to save that area 
from Communist domination if the 
French should pull out?" 


Dulles Replies 


Dulles replied that Nixon had 


answeied a hypothetical question 
—"if the French pulled out"—off 
the recoid and he wasn't going 
to answer a hypothetical question 
on the recoid. Thus he avoided a 
diiect answer. 


He did say Nixon had expressed 


a pcihonal opinion to the cditois 
and was entitled to it.

about the long years when she had 
to pretend to be an enemy of her 
country. She speaks reluctantly of 
those difficult years: 


"The hardest time of all was at 


the first, when my friends kept 
telling me Heib was attending 
Communist meetings. 


"Finally I had to ask him about 


all these rumors, and all he said 
was. 'Someday I'll tell you.' 


"Finally he explained to me and 


an agent of the FBI came and 
talked to me, too, and asked me to 
help out. 


"If we had known xvhat we were 


getting into, I don't know uhether 
we could have gone ahead with it, 
even then. But we did. And no one 
ever will know the blessed relief 
we felt when it was all over, and 
Herb was able to tell his story in 
court."
